LONDON, July 20 (Reuter)— 
Geography made it difficult for 
Britain to give direct help to Rus- 
sia between now and the autumn.

Archibald Sinclair, yesterday.

AIR WARFARE

damaged an equal amount. 

The strength of the R.AY. was 
growing steadily, he declared, and 
as the nights grew longer the 
Bomber Command would strike 
more heavily against the heart of 
Germany. 

Sir Archibald said the struggle 
might be long and we might have 
to endure worse things but we 
would not flinch and would come 
to no arrangement with Hitler and 
his gang. 

AFTER THE WAR 

Sir Archibald said: “After the 
war, when the world will be ready 
for revolt against tyranny and 
dictatorship, it will be our task to 
provide bread and a strong rally- 
ing ground for those who think 
with us in putting first among all 
political causes ihe cause of frec- 
dom.” | 

Referring to sect warfare he 
sald the RAF. were fighting at 
extreme range over enemy terri- 
tory and they had destroyed on 
the average more than twice the 
number of German aircraft that 
Britain had herself lost.

Professor Lana's great work, Il 
Prodromo, published in 1670, prov- 
ed him to be one of the greatest 
Natural sclentists of hig day. 
While the book deals with all 
manner of new inventiong the fifth 
and sixth chapters contain a full 
‘discussion of aerlal navigation, 
with full details of the invention 
of the flying boat. + 

This device consisted ef four 
copper globes, each 25 feet in 
diameter, from which the air was 
to be extracted, leaving. a vacuum.

GERMAN CONVOY

Vessel Blown Up By 
Direct Hits 


LONDON, July 20 (Reuter)— 
Five German ships were success- 
fully attacked by R.A.F, bombers 
yesterday, Four, in convoy off 
the Netherlands coast, were pro- 
bably destroyed and the fifth was 
attacked and hit off the coast of 
Norway, 

Three ships, of 6,000 tons each, 
were hit and set on fire by Blen-

The attack off Norway was made 
by Beaufort aircraft. 

One of the R.A.F. observers said 
later: “As we went over the coast,

“Tne first Beaufort dived down 
between the masts of the ship, 
and the second dropped its bombs 
through the rigging.
